Liberals Win 
By Landslide 
in Canada 


Ottawa, June 28 
(UP)—Prime 


Minister Louis St. Laurent's mid- 
dle-of-the-road Liberal party won 
the greatest landslide victory in 
Canadian election history 
today, 
soundly defeating 
both 
Conserv 


ative and left wing opposition. 


Almost complete returns 
from 
yesterday's' national parliamentary 
election gave the Liberals 191 out 
of 262 seats. They were leading in 
two other districts. 


The 
Progressive Conservative 
party led by George Drew, for- 
mer premier of Ontario, which had 
staged a vigorous campaign, won 


41 seats. 
the previous parliament the 


Liberals had 125 seats 
and 
the 


Progressive Conservatives 69. 
The left wing commonwealth co- 


operative federation which held 32 
seats before, toppled to a mere 
skelton of a national party, win- 
ning only 12 seats. 


Minor parties were winning the 


other 16 places in parliament. 


Most impressive in the Liberals' 
triumph was their showing in hethe 
province of Quebec where Drew 
had predicted his Progressive Con- 
servatives would make .substantial 
gains, There the PC party elected 
only one member. 


And in the conservative strong- 
hold of Ontario, the Liberals over- 
turned a score of tory districts, 
beating their opponents three 
to 


one for all the scats in the prov- 
ince. 


The Labor. Progressive (Com- 
munist) party was given a crush- 
ing defeat. Even LP leader Tirn 
Buck was defeated in 
his

bid to return to parliament, los-

been increasing alarmingly in 
the 


last few months despite help from 
Marshall plan funds. 
Just how fast the reserves have 
been dwindling will be disclosed 
when the next figures 
are pub- 
lished early next month. Financial 
quarters believed the figures might 
be alarming enough to set 
off a 


panic. 
Britain acts as banker for

whole sterling area, and any Brit- 
ish collapse would bring financial

—Arkansas racked up its 100th 
polio case of the year today as 
well as its fourth polio death. 
'Eddie Chambless, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Ulysses 
Chambless 


of Paragould, died at a Little 
Rock hospital late yesterday. 
His death was the second to 
occur during the hot-weather 
"polio season" with two other 
persons dying of 
the 
dread 


disease earlier in the year. 
The child was stricken last 


Thursday and brought to Little 
Rock Saturday. 


Meanwhile, records 
at 
the 


state health .department show 
that the century mark was not 
the state's last polio epidemic 
the state's ;ast polio epedemic 
year, 1946. This adds

that the incidence of polio is 
occurring earlier than normal 
and adds to their hopes that it 
may reach its peak earlier.

Dyes Used to 
Mark Diapers 
Fatal to Babies 


Lake Wales. Fla., June'28—(UP) many years. 


— An 
official investigation was 


under way today into the deaths of 
four newborn babies in three days 
at a hospital using diapers marked 
with bluish-purple ink. 


The case 
may 
be given to a 
grand jury after laboratory sam- 
ples of the ink, containing analine 
dye, are tested. 


The jouurnal of the American 
Medical association said that four 
doctors warned last month —after 
63 cases and five deaths were re- 
ported— that analine dyes used 
by laundries to mark diapers could 
kill babies. 


The doctors said the analine "may 
be absorbed through the skin, pro- 
ducing cyanosis through 
conver- 


sion of hemoglobin to metb.ern.o- 
globin, a non-oxygcn-carrying pig- 
ment." 


A fifth baby at the Lake Wales 


hospital was stricken by the mys- 
terious malady that turns infants 
"a bluish color" but was reported 
in fair condition. It was given blood 
transfusions. 


The AMA journal quoted the doc- 
tors as warning "against the haz- 
ard of analine intoxication in in- 
fants, particularly premature 
in- 
fants." They said newborn babies 
are 'particularly susceptible 
to 


diminished supply of oxygen and' 
hence even slight degrees of me- 
themoglobinmia may be serious." 
They said the danger 
can 
be 


eliminated by boiling diapers after 
they are stamped and 
thoroughly 


drying them before use. The dia- 
pers used at the hospital here re- 
portedly were not washed 
after ] 
marking.

He specifically avoided any call 


on" the jury for coiivlnction of the 
tiny brunette.

But he argued that tne govern- 


ment's evidence is sufficient 
to 


sriow guilt beyond 
' "reasonable 


doubt." 


Talking, almost in a conversa- 


tional torfe, Whearty reviewed the 
evidence step by step. 


He said it is his view that Miss 


Coplrn actually ; passed something 
to Gubitchev in New York on the 
.night of Feb. 18. Ho stressed, how- 
jever, that the government was un- 
able to offer- direct evidence that 
this wns so. 


He reviewed the testimony 
of 


FBI agents who said they saw Gu- 
bitchev walk up. to Miss Coplon in 
the Washington Heights area, that 
she.opened her purse and that Gu- 
bitchev reached in front of her, 
after which they separated.

Czechs Renew 
Threat Against 
Catholics 


Prague, Czechoslovakia. June 28 


— (UP) — Czech Communists re- 
newed their threats against Arch- 
bishop Josef Beran today as the 
government sought to muzzle him 
with three stringent 
new 
anti- 
church decrees. 


The C o m m u n i s t newspaper 


Mlada Fronta 
said 
Archbishop 
Beran and his bishops "in blind 
obedience to the Vatican are or- 
ganizing anti-slate 
activity 
and 
demonstrations." 


"We will not allow anyone, any- 
where in our country to make an 
effort to disrupt our work under 
the veil of religious freedom," the 
newsppaer said. 


It said the Vatican is "misusing 
its church authority for disrupting 
our path to socialism." 


The 
decrees, 
announced last 


night, banned further pastoral let- 
ters and meetings o! the clergy 
without 
government 
permission, 


and declared illegal the Vatican's 
excommunication of priests 
who 
support the government, 


They were designed to isolate 
A r c h b i s h o p Beran complete- 
ly from Czechoslovakia's 9,000,000 
Catholics by outlawing his direc- 
tives to them and to their indi- 
vidua-1 priests. They also would out- 
;law 
meetings of the board of bish 
ops, which has spearheaded 
the

G. E. Taylor judgment for $3,300 
against the 
Chapman 
Chemical 
company. 


The 
suit originally was filed 
against the Elms Planting Co. ,it 
charged that the weed-killer, 2-4-D, 
applied by plane to rice fields on 
Elms proprty, drifted and dam- 
aged cotton on the farm owned by 
Mrs. Wilson and rented in 1947 by 
Taylor. 


The 
weed 
killing compound is 


harmful to broad leaved plants, but 
does 
not 
affect 
narrow 
leaved 


plants such as rice and grass, it 
was brought out in trial testimony. 
Most weeds are broad leafed and 
therefore susceptible to the com- 
pound. Cotton is also a broad 
leafed plant and also is damaged 
by the chemical. 


The jury 
found 
the 
Chapman 


Chemical Co., which supplied 
the 


dust and arranged for it to be ap- 
plied by plane to the Elms rice field 
liable for the full amount of dam- 
age to cotton on the Wilson farm. 


The supreme 
court 
today 
af- 


firmed that verdict in an opinion 
by Justice Frank G. Smith.
